IN GERMANY 
KILLS SCORE 


Rends Shaft

BERLIN, Nov. 1.—On All Saints’ 
Day, today, consecrated to mourn- 
ing for the dead in Germany, the 
black flag of déath again floated 
over all the mines of the Ruhr. 
Seventeen miners are dead and 
one ie dying and one 1d seriously 
injured in an explosion of fire 
damp last night in a mine near 
Gelsenkirschen. Thirty-two miners 
in the same shaft escaped. 

The explosion shattered 
ings for miles around. Great fis- 
sures hundreds of yards wr 4 ap- 
peared in the earth and mes 
shot high toward the sky. 

Immediately families of the 
miners rushed to the shaft, but 
already a cordon of police was on 
hand holding back the relatives. 
Rescue squads began work imme- 
diately, though it was 4 o'clock 
this morning before the work was 
completed. The first bodies res- 
cued were too charred to recog- 
nize, and it was only by checking 
up the rescued the names of the 
dead could be determined. 


The mine was divided into two 
parts, which prevented the explo- 
sion from extending through the 
whole mine, which would have en- 
dangered niore than 1000 work- 
ers. Ten years ago a similar ex- 
plosion in this mine claimed twelve 
victims.

He urged the people of the 
United States to use their influence 
to all governments to 
treat minorities with sympathetic 
consideration, adding that “the 
government of the United States 
cannot be deaf and blind to these 
Situations without culpability for 
any disaster that may ensue.” 


GOOD EXAMPLE CITED 

Czecho-Slovakia was commended 
for ‘ts attitude toward religious 
minorities, which Dr. Macfarland 
sald to some extent sets an ex- 


ample for the rest of Europe. The 
Lithuanian situation was helped 
by permitting churches of Ger- 
man-speaking people to have or- 
ganic relationship with their sister 
churches in Germeay. 

“The situation in Poland nas 
been reatliy aggravated, how- 
ever,” he said, “and the mistake 
of the Rumanian government is 
not so much in what it is trying 
to do, as it is the method em- 
ployed. The Rumanian effort to 
induce uniformity and identity at 
one stroke of two peoples of such 
differing language, customs and 
traditions is the ca@ammission af 
both a wrong and a biunder, espe- 
cially when this is attempted by 
forcible means

Count Arco, technical director of 
the Telefunken Company and him- 
self an inventor, declares that the 
Carolus radioscope, or telechiro- 
graph. since it may be used over 
telegraph or telephone wires or 
cable, will revolutionize the dis- 
tribution of motion-picture films 
and consequently the entire film 
industry throughout the world. 
When the invention is applied 
acrogs the Atlantic, the Count 
says, an American photoplay can

The result will de, he predicted, 
the disappearance of the middle- 
man and film distributing agencies. 
Moreover, great economy will be 
realized through the fact that pos- 
itive prints will no longer have to 
be made from negatives. 

A paper surface ten centimeters 
square, bearing either writing or 
4 photograph, can be transmitted 

y wireless or wire by the Carolus 

instrument in a few seconds, it is 
said, and ultimately transmission 
will become instantaneous. Tele- 
grams, it is argued, will become 
much cheaper, since, instead of 
a message being sent word by word 
in the Morse alphabet, it will be 
dispatched all at once—and be re- 
ceived in the sender's own hand- 
writing. 

A whole newspaper page can 
thus be transmitted by wireless in 
facsimile.

In this con- 
nection it was suggested today that 
a committee will be named by each 
commission and that the real ne- 
gotiations would take place be- 
tween the two small groups. 


DIFFICULTIES LOOM 

The Americans and @talians alike 
recognize the difficulties which 
confront them in renewing ithe 
conversations. Italy's debt, as cal- 
culated at the Treasury, is $2,13%,- 
643,852, of which $1,647,869,198 is 
principal and the remainder ac- 
crued interest. Both commissions 
realize that careful thought will be 
required to arrive at a formula of 
settiement providing satisfactory 
and workable means of liquida- 
tion of such a sum. 

The Italians will start the nego- 
tiations well informed as to the 

geral views of the Americans. 
Phe conference tomorrew win 
serve in a measure to pick up mat- 
ters where they were 
when the first commission depart- 
ed in midsummer. 

Officials believe, therefore, that 
the new conference will be able 
to eliminate many of the usual 
preliminary stages, but there is no 
attempt anywhere to minimize the 
problem and the American com- 
mission, under the guidance of 
Secretary Mellon, will enter the 
conference with a desire to avoid 
all obstacies which may threaten 
the negotiations. 


SETTLEMENT SEEN 

The policy of basing debt-fund- 
ing arrangements on a basis of 
capacity to pay will be applied to 
Italy, Undersecretary Winston of 
the Treasury, said today, as strict- 
ly as has been the case with all 
other powers whose obligations 
have been funded. He expects this 
basis to prove entirely practicable 
with the Italians and pointed out 
that it appeared unlikely that the 
second mission would have been 
sent to Washington had the Ital- 
ian government not been con- 
vinced it could agree to terms with 
the American policy. 

None of the American commis- 
sioners was willing to guess to- 
night as to the probable duration 
of the conference, although opti- 
mism obviously prevailed among 
them.

worse, leave the government with 
ite responsibilities, but deprive it 
if the exercise of its will. Its func- 
tion rather should be to exercise 
freedom of criticism and pressure 
in accordance with manifested pub- 
lic opinion. 

What is. wanted is something 
that will be an instrument in the 
hands of the constituencies rather 
than in those of the political par- 
ties for the purpose of making the 
governments aware of the limits of 
their power to do just what they 
like. That is the justification for 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
which has found a place in the 
parliamentary machinery of every 
important European state except 
our own. 

On general principles, it is most 
desirable that foreign policy should 
not be revolutionized every time a 
government changes, but I have 
frequently pointed out that these 
principles are subject to many im- 
portant exceptions. Supposing, for 
instance, that a Liberal govern- 
ment were to succeed a Conserva- 
tive one that had been pur 
suing a policy of military alliance 
and hdd been taking on obligations 
which had allowed foreign states 
to pursue courses that must lead 
to war, it would be the duty of the 
new government to end such a 


policy. 

Then would arise the problem of 
how to handle such a situation and 
upon all that all that I say is that 
the manner of doing it would dis- 
tinguish an efficient from an inef- 
ficient Foreign Minfeter. 

When the preseht government 
came into office it made changes 
for the sake of showing that it was 
a new government and that it did 
not share any of our progressive 
views, but that was a bad 
example which ought not to be 
copied. Had a consultative com- 
mittee been in existence, some of 
those mistakes might have been 
avoided because such a committee, 
changing its balance and views 
without changing its whole person- 
nel, would tend to maintain just 
that amount of continulty which ts 
good., while making alterations that 
are necessary to express the dif- 
ference in outlook of the incomers.

HAMPTON (N. H.) Nov. 1.—The 
Exeter, Hampton and Amesbury 
Street Railway, which for a lit- 
tle over four and a half years 
has been operated by the town 
of Hampton, will suspend opera- 
tion Saturday, November 7, a vic- 
tim of the Ill effects of municipal 
ownership. 

The road was purchased in 1921 
from a private corporation for 
$76,000, a price which was quoted 
then as to junk value. The money 
was floated on twenty and twenty- 
five-year bonds at 5.per cent. 
Whether $76,000 was the junk 
value is problematical and the con- 
census of opmion is that it was 
considerably! At the present 
time the junk value is known to 
have depreciated greatly owing to 
the increase in the cost of labor 
in the past several years. Also 
whereas in 1921 some of the rails 
were such that they could be used 
then for r ice rails, now they 
are fit only to be scrapped for 


junk. 
OPERATED AT LOSS 


During the first year that the 
road was in operation a total 
deficit of $7622.02 was incurred. Of 
this the towns of Exeter and Hamp- 
ton Falls, which were served 
the line, subsid $2291 leaving 
Hampton to make up $5331.02. 

In 1922 the total deficit was 
$9416.40 with Exeter and Hampton 
Falls contributing $3500. The 
figures for 1923-24 shows the 
deficit steadily increasing. The first 
year it reached $12.082.94 with the 
two adjoining towns appropriating 
$3000. In 1924 the deficit reached 
$12.761.74 with the subsidy $3500. 
These figures show a total deficit 
amounting to $41,883.10 up un- 
til December 41, 1924. 

The road has been managed by 
three trustees, H. Lester Tobey, 
Charles E. Greenman and Howard 
G. Lane. 


At the time of purchasing the 
road in 1921 Howard G. ne, 
treasurer the trustees and a 


prominent citizen, was of the opin- 
jon that it could de operated by 
the town without loss. He was 
of the belief at that time that 
the corporation was carrying too 
much overhead in the matter of 
high-salaried officials. Now aft- 
er over four years of experience 
Lane believes that ifthis was a 
fault of the corporation it is much 
more so of the municipal-owned 
road. One item that was paid out 
annually was $500 for expert ad- 
vice from a railroad efficial of an- 
other State. 

Still another one of the trus- 
tees declares that his experience 
has convinced him that no town 
or municipality should take over 
this electric road proposition un- 
less in dire need of that form of 
transportation, In other words 
this same man, who five years ago 
was a great believer in municipal 
ownership of railways, declares 
“Never unless as the last resort.” 

With the exception of two new 
cars and some rolling stock pur- 
chased in 1923, the road has the 
same equipment as when taken 
over two years previous from the 
corporation. And in 19273 a sec- 
ond bond issue of $12,000 was 
floated, making a total bond issue 
of $88,000.

eral Intermediate Credit Bank of

The immediate effect of the an- 
nouncement will be that Iowa 
farmers will not have to wait until 
they sell their corn to pay their

The oe of this tremend- 
ous sum is @ possible by the 
Iowa “farm warehouse” law which 
has been on the statute books of 
that State for some time but has 
not been used 
because the money had 


available. 

D. P. Hogan, dent of the 
| Intermediate Credit Bank, and also 
of the Federal Land Bank of 


Omaha, in his announcement that 
$60,000,000 is avaliable for the 
Iowa farmers, called attention that 
the Intermediate bank had author- 
ity to issue $556,000,00 debentures, 
and that but $6,000,000 had so far 
been issued. This leaves $560,000,- 
000 for the corn growers, President 
sta 


‘come to the Intermediate bank 
through agricultural credit corpo- 
rations organized by the farmers, 
or for the farmers. 

To meet this need the Iowa 
Farm Loan Association has just or- 
ganized an 
Credit Corporation, with officers of 
the Loan Association in charge 
and it is thie organization which 
will handle the $50,000,000 for the 
Iowa farmers. 

Nebraska farmers can not take 
advantage of this phase of the 
situation because this State has no 
farm warehouse law. Under the 
Iowa farm warehouse law, ware- 
house certificates can be issued on 
corn in the farmers’ bins and it is 
not necessary for the corn growers 
to store their grain in public ele- 
vators and be forced to pay stor- 
age charges. They can appeal di- 
rectly to the State which will send 
an agent to examine the grain in 
the bins. After this is done the 
bins are sealed up by fhe State and 
thereafter the 4 mes a 
warehouse under the State control. 
A warehouse e will then 
be issued by the State and it is 
this certificate that can be used 
with which to obtain cash from the 
Intermediate Credit Bank. ) 

In the past the Federal Inter- 
mediate Credit Bank has loaned 
funds to wool growers, wheat pro- 
ducérs and live-stock interests, but 
this is the first time corm growers 
have been advanced cash on their 
farm warehouse certificates of 
stored corn. 

Under the new order, the Iowa 
farmers will not have to dump 
their corn on the Market as it 
comes from the fields, but they can 
store the grain in their own bins. 
borrow money for their needs from 
the Federal Intermediate Bank us- 
ing the certificates as security, and 
then sell the grain at a favorable 
time when the market is not 
glutted. In thie way the Iowa 
farmers will help themselves and 
will also help corn farmers in 
other States by keeping the great 
Iowa corn crop off the market at a 
time when less fortunate farmers 
are forced to sell.

RAILROAD AGREEMENT 
Now arises again a question that 
a thousand times has been asked 
in recent years by towns along the 
main line of the Rock Island in 
Oklahoma: Will the Santa Fe con- 
tinue to regard an agreement once 
had with the Rock Island not to 
penetrate the territory situated be- 
tween the Rock Island main line 
and the Santa Fe main line, so far 
as those lines occupy routes across 
Grady, McClain, Stephens, Garvin. 
Jefferton, Carter and Love coun- 
ties, further than an approximate 
half-way point? 

Whether such agreement ever 
was made in writing or with due 
solemnity is not known here, but 
it is a fact that when the Rock Is- 
land projected a line into that ter- 
ritory out of Chickasha tt laid it 
only to Lindsay, a point about halt 
way to Paul’e Valley, and that the 
Santa Fe met the Rock Island with 
own laid from 


the Santa Fe 
ngling line again brings a 

noh terminus to a 
int nearly midway between the 
ta Fe and Rock Island main 
lines, for the town of Ringling is 
nearly midway between Ardmore 
and Waurika. 

Rock Island surveys have been 
made between Waurika and Ring- 
ling but no move has been made 
to construct a road. Also surveys 
have been made into Ringling by 
the Santa Fe from Lindsay, the 
prospective route being a north 
and south line that would split the 
territory between the two main 
} lines in the middle. 

The construction a short time 
ago of a branch of the Burling- 
ton tem into Waurika from 
Wichi Falls renewed interest 
among railway companies in the 
territory between Waurika and 
Ringling. principally because of 
connections at Ringling that made 
short routes into the timber, oil 
and coal regions of Arkansas and 
Louisiana and a shorter route to 
Gulf points in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. It is believed here that 
one of the three great systems in- 
terested will in a Short time fill 
the Waurika-Ringling gap. Wau- 
rika Chamber of Commerce of- 
ficials have had some assurance 
that this will be done.. 

It may be that the late Jake 
Hamoh, who promoted the Ring- 
ling road, extravagantly exagger- 
ated the dream of John Ringling, 


an ambition that’ his namesake 
should prove worthy of the best 
industrial traditions of the Ring- 
ling family. So the dream makers 
told of building roads out of Ring- 
ling that would go south into 
Texas, north into Oklahoma City, 
west into Waurika and probably 
the South Plains of Texas, and 
northeast to Duncan and Lawton 
and points beyond in New Mexico 
and probably on the Pacific Coast. 
The company they formed was 
called the Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Pacific Railway Company. 
OFFICE PLANNED 

On a principal corner of Ring- 
ling’s Main street was to be erected 
a sky-scraping general headquar- 
ters building. Great shops, termi- 
nal facilities and warehouses were 
to be erected. Large industries 
were to be invited there and given 
valuable concessions. The city was 
to become one of the most impor- 
tant in Oklahoma. 

Dream vestiges began to vanish 
as the Healdton oil field devel- 
oped and Jake Hamon became an 
oil millionaire. Necessity and 
business called for a rival town to 
Ringling out in the oil] field, and 
Healdton was established and a 
line of the Ringling system con- 
structed to it. The war and later 
the decline of promotions in the 
oll field robbed the dream of other 
vestiges. Still later Congress gave 
the government more authority 
over railroads and provided for a 
limitation on construction. Good 
roads were built into the Ringling- 
Healdton area from all directions 
and presently motor busses were 
robbing the rails of business to 
such an extent that profits dwin- 
dled to inconsiderable figures or 


disappeared entirely and service 
was reduced accordingly.

The latter, on 
the whole, however, backed by wa- 
ter-power enterprises constitutes 
the greatest movement in the 
spread of public ytilities that ever 
has been initiated in the entire 
history of the Southwest's growth. 

Chicago, Kansas City, Pittsburgh 
and New York money appears to 
be flowing liberally into natural- 
gas enterprises and a vigorous ri- 
valry is under way for production 
contracts and pipe-line rights of 
way. In five years the number of 
gas-producing and pipe-line con- 
cerns of comparatively small cap- 
mal stock has increased above 100 
per cent. 

Big money in this movement is 
giving attention principally to four 
gas areas of the Southwest at this 
time. They are the Amarillo and 
Shamrock fields in Texas and the 
Sayre and Grady county fields in 
Oklahoma. In these fields two, 
three or four gas-producing strata 
are found, some of them more 
than 120 feet thick, and estimates 
of length of life run to thirty, 
forty and fifty years. 

In hundreds of communities of

100 men. ‘ 

Capt. Meyers and the ship's own- 
ers are betting the small crew 
against the chances that she will 
encounter no dangerous storms. 

Carry 2,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, the rest Dream sailed on 
October 17, last, from Victoria for 
Mauritius direct. Last Wednesday 
she encountered a northerly gale 
off the coast that disabled her 
steering gear and Capt. Meyers 
headed for the local port, sailing 
right up to an anchorage in the 
dead of night past the anchored 
battle fleet without the aid of a 
tug or pilot.

DECIDUOUS PACK HIGH 


The deciduous fruit packing sea- 
son is over in Southern California, 
| with a record of about twice as 
much fruit canned this year over 
Fee: season. This was largely due 
to the large pack of peaches, which 
totaled 1,175,000 cases. The mar- 
ket for canned fruit ig strong. 

The grape deal in San Joaquin 
Valley has been successful to grow- 
ers and legitimate operators, al- 
though a car shortage has trou- 
died some shippers. The daily 
carlot movement reached as high 
as 1583 cars per day this year, 
and, so far, there has been a total 
of more than 64,000 cars shipped 
from California this year or 6000 
more than the total for the 1924 
season. It is expected that the 
total movement will reach more 
than 70,000 cars. The deal has 
been ‘characterized by a good de- 
mand for juice stock, and rath- 
er sluggish market on table vari- 
eties. Southern California grape 
growers had a fairly good season, 
Host thre some table stock was 


lost through the rains, especially 
in the Escondido section of San 
Diego county, where it was esti- 
mated that about forty cars were 
lost by ipitation which, how- 
ever, brought thousands of dol- 
lars to growers in other lines. 

California cotton ig being ginned 
in all districts, although there is 
a shortage of pickers some 
sections. The San Joaquin Val- 
ley, last district to start, has al- 
ready ginned about 7600 bales. 
The total California crop is. placed 
at 130,000 bales this year, with 
70,000 or 75,000 bales in Lower 
California, $0,000 bales in Ari- 
zona and 60,000 bales in New 
Mexico making up a Southwest to- 
tal of around 3880,00 bales. 

Threshing of baby limas is in 
progress throughout San Fernan- 
do Valley, and a nine or ten-sack 
average per * 2 is expected. This 
should make total crop of be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 sacks. 
The regular lima crops in Ven- 
tura and Orange county irrigated 
lands are making good return. 

A great many of California's 
vegetable specialties are moving 
into the eastern market.

URNFUL SPEZEDERS 

Justice Lennon of the State Supreme 
Court said recently in an address to a meet 
ing called by the California Development 
Association for the furtherance of safety on 
the highways: 

If the automobile offender who strikes 
down a helpless pedestrian on the high- 
way was considered by the public in 
the same category as the porch-climber 
and the burglar there would be far few- 
er automobile offenders in the State. 
Public opinion is necessary to enforce 
ment of the automobile laws. 

There is no apparent reason why every 
speeder who recklessly knocks down and 
kills a pedestrian should not be arraigned in 
court for manslaughter or murder, as the 
case may be. The wheel of an automobile in 
the hands of a careless driver or wiliful 
speeder has become as dangerous a weapon 
as a gun or stiletto. Contributory negli- 
gence in the case of an accidental death 
may lead to a charge of manslaughter. In

STRAIGHT

Man's senseless rage for destruc 
tion has deprived the heirs of the 
ages of a large portion of their le 
gitimate inheritance. It has cre 
ated the antiquarian who, at great 
pains and expense, must be always, 
trying to recover and piece togeth- 
er these lost treasures. This is 
the sum total of its achievement. 
Wear lords, conquerors and soldiers 
in general are no better than chil- 
dren their own and their 
neighbors’ toys and raising the job 
of the toy repairer to the dignity 
of the archeologist. 


Damascus ie the latest 


where Frenchman and Druse have 
prepared an ash heap in which to 
bury the history of the past for the 
excavators of the future. Unless 
the reports from Syria have been 
exaggerated, the oldest part of the 
world’s oldest and most unique city 
is a smoldering ruin, while under 
a rain of French bombs and shell 
fire the “Street Called Straight” 
has shared the fate of Troy and 
Carthage. 


The “Street Called Straight“ is— 
or was—the most ancient and in- 
| teresting thoroughfare in the two 
hemispheres, just as Damascus is— 
or was—the most ancient and in- 
teresting of all cities extant. 
French bombs and shells appear to 


have placed the historical interest 


of Damascus in the past tense. 


Into the ashes of a wretched 
street riot, started by fool fanatics 
and tipsy soldiers, have gone one 
of the world’s most famous mu 
seums: the House of Ananias, the 
reputed refuge of Judas and the 
Court of Haremlik; timeworn thor- 
oughfares that were once trod 
by the Apostle Paul in the Srst 
zeal of his marvelous conversion; 
stones that were laid to grace the 
triumph of the Roman Pompey or 
the Armenian Tigranes or the Jew- 
ish Prince Demetrius; masonry 
that was cut and chiseled when the 
city fell into the hands of the M 
edonian Alexander or was wrested 
from the Babylonians by Cyrus the 
Persian or before the As- 
syrian monarch, Tiglath-Pileser; 
clay bricks that were baked when 
Jeroboam of Israel held the city 
in thrall or David quartered a gar- 
rison there; bricks that had walled 
the oldest house on record where 
the steward of Abraham was born. 

Through all these vicissitudes of 
changing nationalities and dynas- 
ties the “Street Called Straight“ 
held its own till it became the long- 
est line in existence between the 
modern and the ancient worlds— 
to be wound up finally as cannon 
fodder for French amour propre in 
a stupid squabble with a ragged 
mob and buried in the old family 
ash heap to await the unearthing 
shovels of archeologists as yet un- 
born.
